Adjoining property own¬ 
ers have received copies of 
the plans, prepared by 
building consultant Stuart 
Case. 

The property in question 
is currently owned by 
Larry Gibbons, owner of

Largigi house and Thai 
restaurant on the Marine 
Parade, and is used as a 
garage for vehicle parking. 

The building, which oc¬ 
cupies 280 square metres 
in the old part of Lyme, 
used to be a bus depot and 
for many years was an en¬ 
gineering factory run by 
the late Mr George Bur- 


giss. The plans to convert 
the garage into a 10-bed- 
roomed hotel, adding one 
and a half new stories to 
the interior, have been cir¬ 
culated together with de¬ 
sign and heritage 
statements, to neighbour¬ 
ing property owners and 
occupiers. 

As yet, the plans do not 


appear on planning author¬ 
ity West Dorset District 
Council’s website and 
have not gone before 
Lyme Regis Town Council 
for consideration. 

Firmly in check 
In a comprehensive 
statement on the heritage 
significance of the site, Mr 
Case states that the scale 
of the alterations at the 
garage have been held 
“firmly in check so that the 
established balance be¬ 
tween industry and hous¬ 


ing has not been lost”. 

Mr Gibbons, a former 
seafront hotel owner, 
fought a long battle with 
planners over the demoli¬ 
tion and rebuild of the an¬ 
nexe of the Bay Hotel, 
now Largigi, the design of 
which was nominated for 
an architectural award. 

The project is likely to 
win support from town 
councillors who in recent 
times have expressed con¬ 
cern over the loss of hotel 
beds in the town.

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Pollution checks could improve water quality 


THE Environment Agency is taking to the streets of 
Lyme Regis, checking for signs of pollution that could 
impact the quality of bathing water. 

The agency will carry out a detailed inspection of the 
town’s drains in a bid to pinpoint possible sources of 
pollution, including misconnections that might impact 
bathing water at Back Beach, which has failed to meet 
standards in the past. 

Officers are walking along the River Lim and in¬ 
specting the areas around Combined Sewer Overflows 
and manholes for evidence of sewer leaks and miscon¬ 
nections, and taking water samples. They will also ex¬ 
amine the culverted section in town to check for 
sewage problems. 

Misconnections range from domestic washing ma¬ 
chines mistakenly plumbed into surface water drains 
to factories, restaurants, hotels and schools discharg¬ 
ing sewage into surface water systems instead of sew¬ 
ers. 

Environment Agency staff from Blandford have re¬ 
cently completed a survey of pigeon roosting locations 
and water quality in the River Lim in Lyme Regis as 
part of the same pollution investigation effort. 

In addition. South West Water recently completed 
some misconnection work in Uplyme, just upstream 
of Lyme Regis. 

Doug Parker of the Environment Agency said: “This 
investigation work provides an excellent opportunity 
for us to identify, trace and stop pollution from a vari¬ 
ety of sources. Misconnections are often difficult to 
pinpoint and can remain hidden for years. 


“Once a misconnection is discovered we work with 
other agencies including water companies, local au¬ 
thorities, businesses and private homeowners to put it 
right. Each solved misconnection helps improve water 
quality in our rivers and streams as well as bathing wa¬ 
ters and is great news for the environment.” 

The Environment Agency, South West Water, West 
Dorset District Council and Lyme Regis Town Council 
have been working together to find pollution sources 
and improve water quality before more stringent EU 
standards are introduced in 2015. If Lyme Regis fails, 
it would be forced to install signage warning visitors 
of the quality of water. 

De-designation not an option 

Councillors have previously dicussed the option of 
de-designating the beach as a bathing beach, meaning 
it would not have to undergo the water testing, but 
were recently informed this would not be possible as 
they would have to prove that no one used the beach, 
which is actually quite popular throughout summer. 

Many members said they would not like to see it de- 
designated even if it was possible, but would prefer to 
continue working to solve the problem. 

Residents and businesses can help improve the local 
bathing water quality by checking their own properties 
to see if the drains are connected up correctly. There 
is a simple checklist that people can use at www.con- 
nectright.org.uk or they can contact the district council 
or visit www.environment-agency.gov.uk/homean- 
dleisure/pollution for help and advice.

LOCAL GOVERNMENT - COUNCIL RESPONSIBILITIES 


AFTER much negotiation and confusion over the re¬ 
sponsibilities of the three local authorities on social 
networking websites recently, readers have re¬ 
quested that the View From lists the different respon¬ 
sibilities of the town, district and county councils. 

Local government was reorganised in 1974, creat¬ 
ing a three-tier system - town, district and county - 
rather than the previous two-tier system of bor- 
ough/parish and county. 

After much debate, Lyme Regis Town Council - for¬ 
merly Lyme Regis Borough Council - ended up with 
many more responsibilities than first intended in the 
reorganisation. 

The current principle responsibilities of each coun¬ 
cil are as follows: 

Dorset County Council 

• Highways; 

• Education; 

• Youth services; 

• Social care for the elderly and vulnerable; 

• Libraries; 

• Trading standards 

West Dorset District Council 

• Elections; 

• Council tax; 

• Refuse collection; 

• Environmental health, including dog fouling, fly¬ 
tipping, street cleaning, etc; 

• Planning; 

• Social housing; 

• Leisure and culture facilities; 

• Harbour management; 

• Licensing; 

• Car parks (Holmbush, Monmouth Beach, Cobb 
Gate and Van Allen's [behind Fordhams, Broad Street] 
and Charmouth Road); 

• Toilets (Monmouth Beach, Cobb Arms, Broad 
Street, Charmouth Road and Holmbush car parks); 

• Tourist Information Centre 

Lyme Regis Town Council 

• Seafront undertakings, including concessions, 
seafront business licenses, beach huts, etc. (The town 
council is responsible for Marine Parade, but the 
county council is responsible for the Cart Road up to 
the barrier near RinkyTinks, as this is a highway. The 


varying responsibilities of the town, district and 
county councils with regards to Lyme Regis seafront 
were recently agreed upon in a tripartite agree¬ 
ment.); 

• Public gardens and recreational areas, including 
Anning Road Playing Fields; 

• Footpaths; 

• Cemetery; 

• Car Parks (Cabanya, Woodmead Halls); 

• Toilets (Marine Parade, Anning Road Playing 
Fields); 

• Planning recommedations, not decisions (these 
are sent to West Dorset for decision). 

Lyme Regis Town Council, which has a turnover of 
more than £1 million a year, has 14 elected members, 
led by the Mayor, Councillor Sally Holman. Two town 
councillors, Daryl Turner and George Symonds, are 
also elected West Dorset district councillors and 
CouncillorTurner won a seat on Dorset County Coun¬ 
cil in this year's elections to represent the Marshwood 
Vale, which includes Lyme Regis. 

The full Lyme Regis Town Council (chaired by the 
mayor) meets once a month with other committees 
meeting throughout the month, including Strategy 
& Policy (chaired by Councillor Mark Gage), Town 
Management (chaired by Councillor Chris Clipson), 
Tourism & Economic Development (chaired by Coun¬ 
cillor Jill Newton), Planning & Highways (chaired by 
Councillor Anita Williams) and the Human Resources 
Sub-Committee (chaired by the mayor). 

The town council also has smaller working parties 
to discuss specific areas, such as the skatepark or 
playing fields, and committee chairmen hold regular 
meetings, although these are not held in public. 

Principle officers of the town are the town clerk 
John Wright, deputy town clerk MarkTredwin, fiance 
Alison Hayward and two administration staff. 

The town council also emplys a team of enforce¬ 
ment officers, outside workers and seasonal staff to 
look after council property and the local gardens, 
managed by works supervisor Elliott Herbert. 


Coast and Sea Campaign. 

Matilda Bark, Litter Eree 
Coast and Sea co-ordina- 
tor, said: “Little actions 
like not flushing wet 
wipes and sanitary items 
down the toilet or not 
pouring cooking fat down 
the sink can really help 
improve local bathing 
water quality. Even put¬ 
ting dog mess in the bin at 
the beach can help be¬ 
cause it is very high in 
bacteria.” 

Councillor Mark Gage, chairman of the town coun¬ 


cil’s Strategy and Policy Committee, added: “The 
quality of water in our rivers and streams is important 
to the town and its residents. 

“In addition, bathing water quality is important to 
our visitors and the tourist economy. Anything that the 
Environment Agency can do to improve water quality 
is great news.” 

Richard Gilpin, head of waste water services for 
South West Water, said: “We recently announced that 
South West Water will be investing a further £500,000 
to improve bathing water quality at Lyme Regis. 

“The misconnections project will further eliminate 
sources of pollution and is a really good example of 
local organisations and the community working to¬ 
gether to improve bathing water quality still further.”

Residents invited to share 
ideas on D-Day anniversary 


LYME Regis residents will get a say in how they would 
like to mark the 70th anniversary of D-Day at a public 
meeting next week. 

Lyme Regis will next year mark the anniversary of the 
D-Day landings in Normandy on June 6th 1944. 

Events will remember local men who lost their lives in 
the battle for Normandy and mark the presence of US 
troops who were based in Lyme Regis in the run-up to the 
invasion. 

An initial meeting will take place on Wednesday, August 
7th at 6pm in the Woodmead Halls for the community to 
share ideas. 

The meeting is being organised by Lyme Regis Town 
Council and it is hoped a community group will emerge 
to take the plans forward. 

Deputy town clerk Mark Tredwin said: “The meeting 
will be held to share ideas and formulate some thoughts 
as to how the planning for D-Day and the 70th anniversary 
of D-Day itself could be commemorated in Lyme Regis. 

“We also want to remember the local people who lost 
their lives in D-Day. 

“We want to know what kind of events the community 
would like to see next year. 

“The 70th anniversary is on a Friday but there is an op¬ 
portunity to hold a weekend of various activities.” 

The town council has already made contact with veter¬ 
ans of the US-based 16th Infantry Regiment, which was 
based in Lyme Regis in the run-up to D-Day. 

Lyme Regis Museum will be heavily involved in re¬ 
searching and planning for next year’s commemorations. 

The museum is tracing all the Lyme Regis men who died 
in the battle for Normandy and intends to produce maps 


■■ 
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and a display covering all Lyme’s casualties. 

Museum director David Tucker added: “The Lyme 
Regis Museum is very pleased to be a part of the initiative 
to commemorate the 70th anniversary of the D-Day Land¬ 
ings in Normandy on 6 June 1944. 

“The museum is keen to mark the sacrifice and courage 
of the local lads, either in the Dorsets or the Devons that 
died during the period between the landings and ‘the 
breakout’ in August that year. 

“We already know of Private Cecil Gollop and Private 
Edward Broom who died fighting with the Dorset Regi¬ 
ment in June that year. 

“The museum will do its best to track down and honour 
any other Lyme men who played their part in Northern 
France.” 

Some initial ideas for next year’s commemoration 
events include involving local schools and children, trac¬ 
ing residents who remember the events of 1944, and ar¬ 
ranging talks between the two generations. 

The council is also in talks with Bovington Tank Mu¬ 
seum to get involved in events. 

Mr Tredwin said: “We hope to see as many local people 
as possible at the meeting next week to ensure Lyme Regis 
commemorates this important event in the way it de¬ 
serves.”

Legend to iaunch album at Marine 
for Guitars on the Beach weekend 


BLUES guitar legend Robbie McIntosh is to give the 
world premiere performance of his new album at the 
MarineTheatre in Lyme Regis after falling in love at first 
sight with the historic playhouse. 

Robbie, former lead guitarist with Paul McCartney, 
John Mayer and The Pretenders, changed his album 
launch plans after visiting the theatre for the first time 
last week. 

The guitar star was in town to check out the venue 
where he will now give a three set opening concert for 
the Guitars On The Beach weekend, on Friday Septem¬ 
ber 6th. 

Following a tour of the theatre by manager Nigel Day, 
Robbie said:'Tm in love with the theatre already, I wish 
the gig was tomorrow night.

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Medical practice gets new look 


LYME Bay Medical and Dental Practices at Kent 
House in Lyme Regis has been given a new-look after 
making changes to its dental services. 

The practice recently won a contract to provide a 
new NHS dental service to the Lyme Regis and Char- 
mouth communities, which started at the beginning of 
July, with two dentists - Paul Bester and Victor 
Spencer, who previously worked in Charmouth - and 
hygienist Audrey Roberts. A third dentist will also be 
joining the team later this year creating a full comple¬ 
ment of staff. 

The new dental service has been closely integrated 
to the existing medical service, providing “better 
joined-up care” for patients. 

The integration includes a new-look joint reception 
area, providing much more space for patients, while 
other recent improvements at the practice have in¬ 
cluded a new state of the art dental suite and deconta¬ 
mination room, and rearragement in the car park. 

Dentist Paul Bester switched from offering NHS 
services to a private plan last year but, following the 
award of the new contract, the practice is offering 
NHS services again and is now taking on new dental 
patients.

I T may not have been the biggest au¬ 
dience on record and it may not 
have been the bluest sky, but the 
Red Arrows are always a top crowd 
pleaser. 

1 woke up on Friday to a glorious 
blue sky and thought it was a perfect 
day. 

1 was also hopeful that, with new 
camera in hand, this year 1 could get 
that iconic shot of the planes zooming 
over the Cobb with a sunny backdrop. 
Harder than it seems, my front page 
picture looks a little more grey than 
hoped! 

Nevermind... as the clouds drifted 
into town so did thousands of visitors 
keen to see the Red Arrows’ ever-pop- 
ular display. 

They weren’t able to complete their

Town can now return to 
normal after tough year 


W ITH the re-opening of 
the Beaminster Tunnel 
this week, Beaminster 
is looking forward to returning 
to its bustling self. It’s been a 
tough year. 

There was no fanfare marking 
the opening, only a simple drive- 
through after the completion of 
works by Dorset County Council 
which have taken the best part of 
the year, longer than expected 
but necessary nonetheless. 

The circumstances surrounding 
the closure of the tunnel were far 
too tragic to mark the occasion 


in no more than a dignified dec¬ 
laration that Beaminster is back 
on the map and open for busi¬ 
ness. 

The town, of course, has always 
been open for business during 
the past 12 difficult months. But 
the closure of the A3066, the 
main link between West Dorset 
and South Somerset, for such a 
long time has had a real impact 
on local trade. 

But Beaminster has a reputa¬ 
tion for pulling together, espe¬ 
cially in difficult times, and the 
past year has certainly proved 


that the town’s community spirit 
has never been more vibrant. 

The tragedy which claimed two 
lives brought the town into the 
national spotlight but as always 
the people of Beaminster reacted 
with dignity. 

County councillor Rebecca 
Knox summed up the feeling of 
the town when she commented 
after the opening: “It’s a real re¬ 
lief for everybody. The commu¬ 
nity have just been looking 
forward to this day for over a 
year now, but have understood 
that it had to be restored safely.”

Beach hut allocation'smacks of connivance' 


■ I READ with keen interest the letter headed “Beach 
hut allocation system unfair” by Chris Boyce (July 24th) 
and would have to whole heartedly agree with him. 

It is atrocious the way in which the system - or non-sys¬ 
tem - works, and moreover it smacks of total connivance 
in so much as it seems rather strange that certain people 
always seem to be able to obtain the dates or length of 
time they want in a beach hut, whereas others do not get 
a look in. 

I write from experience of the said matter. Last year, for 
example, I had two mobile phones and a land line phone 
running to try and obtain a hut on the given day and time 
one is expected to phone in on and waste a whole day. 

Funnily enough I only managed to get through at 
1.40pm despite phoning continuously from 10am, the 
given time. Once through the comment was: “Sorry, Mrs 
Emm, there are no annual lets free, they went in the first 
five minutes!” 

My husband finally got through at 2.15pm and managed 
to negotiate some available slots over the year, but, far 
from having a whole year, which was our preference. 

Moreover it was far more expensive rather than a con¬ 
tinual year slot in one hut. As a disabled person and on 
limited means this has caused a great deal of distress. 

Many other people also have wasted a day trying to get 
through and the queue jumping that occurs makes it even 


more difficult for people to get a fair wack at trying to 
obtain a beach hut. 

I know of quite a few others who are far from happy 
with what they have managed, or not managed, to get in 
regards to a beach hut and most are not at all happy in the 
way in which allocations are made. 

It is certainly far from being a democratic way in which 
they are allocated and requires better handling in the fu¬ 
ture by the town council. 

We, as well as other beach hut devotees, have com¬ 
plained verbally to the local council offices in respect of 
the poor service and allocation system and have discussed 
a fairer way of dealing with the matter, but to no avail. 

It is understandable that the council would find it diffi¬ 
cult to deal with what is in fact a business skill, as I ex¬ 
pect none have had any real time training or actual work 
within the business sector or suitable life skills, as ulti¬ 
mately public sector working frames have little to no un¬ 
derstanding on how a business model operates. 

Perhaps it is time for the council office to discuss with 
interested parties of the general public, prior to the allo¬ 
cation date, in finding a better solution and way forward 
to provide a democratic working system for all to obtain 
a beach hut which could and should be fair to all.

It's also the UK's 
most affordable new diesel car. 

The 1.2 Laureate, is forecast to be 
worth an impressive 36% after three 
years - a stonking 6% more than 
Skoda's Fabia 1.2 12V SE, and a whop¬ 
ping 8% more than a Suzuki Swift SZ3 
1 . 2 . 

Put it another way, the Swift has a 
P11D value of £12,444, but is forecast 
to lose £8,919 over three years/60,000 
miles. If you bought the Dacia Sandero 
1.2 Laureate instead, you'd be better 
off to the tune of almost £4,000 after 
three years. That's easily enough cash 
left over to treat the loved ones to a 
sun-drenched fortnight in Spain.

The latest good news for Europe's 
fastest-growing car brand comes only 
weeks after it launched its latest two 
models, Sandero Stepway and the 
five-seat estate, Logan MCV across the 
UK. Duster has already received a 
glowing endorsement from CAP and, 
with over 4,000 orders already this 
year, is taking the nation by storm too. 
The rest of the range now looks set to 
follow. 

Commenting on the latest "good 
news", Dacia UK Marketing Director, 
Phil York, said: "It's only a few months 
since the Dacia Duster SUV got a glow¬ 
ing endorsement from the people 
who forecast future used car values, 
yet already we're celebrating the same 
for the second car in the range. 

"We always knew that a cracking 
entry price of only £5,995 would get 
Brits through the showroom door in 
their droves. This latest news now

Encouraging signs for Bees and Terras

Bridport 1 Weymouth 2 

BOTH managers would have taken some encour¬ 
agement for the coming season following this en¬ 
tertaining pre-season friendly at St Mary's Field. 

Both sides were missing players with Chris Luke, 
Ashley Staines, Darren Lock, Chris Senior and Shane 
Evans not available for Bridport, whilst the Terras 
were without Stuart Yetton, Kyle Critchell and Danny 
Clay. 

There was drama in only the third minute when 
Bridport thought they were denied a blatant penalty 
when Ryan Dovell was hauled to the ground by 
'keeper Jason Matthews. 

The former Magpies stopper was shepherding a 
long pass for a goal kick when Dovell nicked the ball 
and started to run along the byeline towards goal 
only to be dragged to the ground by Matthews. 

Weymouth claimed later that the ball was well over 
the byeline before hand, but referee Glen Barter in 
signalling play to continue clearly indicated he had 
seen no offence. 

Terras skipper Scott Walker was finding some 
space down the left and combined well on several 
occasions with trialist Aiden Chainey who has just 
been released by Yeovil Town. 

The formerTruro City midfielder might have done 
better however with a 20th minute far post header 
that flew over the top. 

Ben Joyce was another that stood out. The often 
unsung striker worked tirelessly and showed quick 
feet and was unlucky when his 27th minute shot 
was deflected for a corner. 

Bridport had found it difficult to penetrate theTer- 
ras defence and were being forced into hurried 
passes with Weymouth quick to the tackle and close 
them down. 

Long hopeful balls down the middle were easily 
dealt with by the visitors new central defence duo; 
the Walker brothers Michael and Nathan. 

Weymouth took the lead on 32 minutes through a 
rather soft penalty when former Bee Jamie Symes 
went down in a melee; Scott Walker's well struck left 
footed shot giving Sean Lillington no chance despite 
guessing the right way. 

However, Bridport started to get into the game 
and Chris Clarke had a great chance to equalise five 
minutes later but he miscued his free header from 
Dan Wise's free-kick. 

Tom Richardson who had another impressive per¬ 
formance up front for Bridport brought the best out 
of Matthews soon after. 

Nathan Walker thwarted Dovell as he ran on to a 
through ball with an excellent tackle, but the ball fell 
into the path of the following Richardson. 

His well struck left foot shot looked a winner but 
Matthews was quick to dive down low to his left to 
palm it away to safety. 

Bridport started much better in the second-half, 
and after good work by Dovell in the corner, Richard¬ 
son's angled shot was deflected for a corner. 

The game was much more even now, although 
Nathan Walker struck the top of the crossbar stretch¬ 


ing for the ball from six yards and Sam Filkins, sec¬ 
ond-half sub for Lillington, had to stretch to take 
Chainey's looping header. 

Senior changed the personnel and the shape at 
the start of the second-half with several substitu¬ 
tions, and a more attacking formation began to find 
a way through the Terras'defence, and it began to 
tell. 

Matthews fumbled Dovell's angled shot from 
Richardson's pass, before the Bees deservedly 
equalised on 70 minutes. 

Buckler goal 

Weymouth failed to clear a throw-in down near the 
right hand corner and the ball found Max Buckler 10 
yards out from the near post, who coolly brought 
the ball down before side footing it across and be¬ 
yond Matthews high up his left. 

However, Weymouth restored their lead within a 
minute when from the kick off the ball was played 
into the near post. 

The ball somehow went through a melee of play¬ 
ers and struck the base of the post before rebound¬ 
ing to the feet of sub, assistant manager Matt 
Groves, a yard out, who bundled it over the line. 

Weymouth picked up their game again following 
this, and after Filkins had done well to hold Chainey's 
20-yard shot he produced a magnificent save to pre¬ 
vent triallist Ben Wood adding a third. 

The ex-Bideford midfielder's superb 25-yard curl¬ 
ing right foot shot was heading for the top corner, 
but Filkins got across to tip the ball onto the angle 
of the goalframe and behind for a corner. 

Senior was pleased with his charges performance 
saying: "I thought it was a good workout for both 
teams. 

"Considering we were stepping up a level we did 
well, although in the first-half they closed us down 
quickly resulting in us rushing our passes and giving 
the ball away too easily. 

"We never got down the wings or behind them 
enough and anything down the middle was gob¬ 
bled up by the Walker brothers. 

"We were denied a blatant penalty early on as well. 

"However, we did much better in the second-half 
and deservedly equalised with a good goal from 
Max Buckler. 

"But we then immediately gave them a silly goal, 
but considering Weymouth's status, I thought we ac¬ 
quitted ourselves pretty well." 

Bees stung by 
rocking Robins 

Bridport 2 Chard Town 3 

BRIDPORT were brought down to earth following a 
good pre-season to date with a disappointing per¬ 
formance at St Mary's in the inaugural Bridport and 
Chard Chairman's Challenge Cup. 

The Robins were much sharper in the first half and 


deservedly led 2-0 at the break. They added a third 
soon after the interval before the Bees broke the 
shackles midway through the second half with two 
quick goals, but they couldn't find an equaliser. 

Bridport could not get to grips with ex-South 
Petherton striker Richard Hebditch who was out¬ 
standing down the Chard right side; repeatedly cut¬ 
ting the Bees defence open with electric speed and 
control especially in the first-half. 

The game started in the dry but heavy rain which 
began five minutes in, introduced different condi¬ 
tions to anything either side had encountered so far 
in their pre-season games. 

Chard controlled the game from the off, and on 
four minutes Sam Clark met a right wing cross at the 
near post but volleyed into the side netting, before 
George Chlopecki saw his shot from a corner 
blocked by the home defence. 

In a rare foray into the Robins half, Russell Legg 
curled a 25-yard shot just wide of the far post, whilst 
at the other end Benjani fired into the side netting 
after a neat turn in the box. 

Chard deservedly took the lead on 23 minutes al¬ 
though there was an element of luck about it, Heb- 
ditch's 25-yard shot close to the angle of the penalty 
taking a deflection off Chris Clarke's back as he slid 
in to try and block, and beating Sean Lillington just 
inside the near post. 

A fit Sam Charles, still finding his form and strength 
after a long layoff, might have equalised five min¬ 
utes later, but could only get his toe to a right wing 
cross and the ball flew high and wide. 

Chris Luke then volleyed over after Robins"keeper 
Jason Hutchings had punched clear. 

Jack Adams was also showing well down the Chard 
left wing, and when Shane Evans couldn't quite con¬ 
trol his challenge, it needed a good save from Lilling¬ 
ton to parry away his fierce angled shot. 

Bridport were being forced back by Chard running 
power and following another great run by Hebditch, 
Benjani stretching to meet his cross put the ball over 
the top. 

It looked like Legg might have equalised on 40 
minutes with a 25-yard curling shot destined for the 
top right corner after neatly sidestepping a tackle, 
but Jason Hutchings got across well to push it away. 

Adams gave Chard a two goal lead they deserved 
on the stroke of half-time when he beat Dan Wise 
before firing a low shot that took a slight deflection 
past Lillington. 

Despite Bees manager Trevor Senior making four 
changes at the break, it didn't stop Chard increasing 
their lead four minutes in when captain Sam King 
was allowed a free header to score from a Hebditch 
corner. 

Bridport slowly began to inch their way back into 
the game and finally pulled a goal back on 68 min¬ 
utes when Tom Richardson, who once again worked 
hard up front despite a couple of petulant moments, 
headed home Max Buckler's free-kick after the 
striker had been brought down by Darren Hutch¬ 
ings. 

Within a minute Ryan Dovell broke through on the 


left and calmly drew Jason Hutchings before driving 
his shot under and beyond him to bring the Bees 
within a goal of their opponents. 

Despite their pressure in the final minutes, the Bees 
could not engineer an equaliser, and it was Chard 
who might and should have sealed the game with a 
chance nine minutes from time. 

Matt Condliffe slipped on the now very greasy sur¬ 
face allowing Benjani a free run on goal, but as Sam 
Filkins raced out of his penalty area to close him 
down, he too slipped over. 

There followed a number of miskicks on both sides 
before the danger was cleared. 

♦ THIS trophy, to be contested annually, also saw 
the reserve teams vie for their own cup in a double 
header, and it was Chard that came out on top again 
winning 3-0 with first-half goals from ex-Combe St 
Nicholas duo James Boyland and Ben Haines. 

Boyland completed a double with a second-half 
strike.
